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■The applicant has changed the scope of the independent claims by amending them to include more specifics regarding the first and 
second array configurations. For instance, claim 8 has been amended to say that "the array is configured in a first configuration which 
provides sequential instructions to utilize one of the plurality of additional register files" and "the array is configured in a second 
configuration utilizing the first set of registers for sequential instructions." Therefore, these different configurations are tied together with 
different specific sets of registers.
